THE  CHINESE  QUESTION. 
The  discussions  in  the  Chamber  of  Dep- 
ties  on  the  question  Of  granting'a  supple- 
mentary credit  to  an  embassy  to  China  has 
called  out  several,  notable  speeches  on  the 
question  of .introducing  Chinese  labor  ink. 
in  view  of  the  issue  at  slake  in 
this  movement,  we  give  some  extracts  from 
two  of  the  notable  speeches  against  the 
measure.  In  the  course  of  his  speech  on 
the  question,  September  1st, Deputy  Joaquini 
Nabuco  said  : 

I  ask  in  the  first  place  if  the  Chinaman 
necessary  ;  if  he  is  demanded  by  our  labor 
system ;  if  he  is  convenient ;  if  he  is  an 
clement  of  progress ;  il  he  is  the  solution 
which  the  noble  president  of  the  council 
wanted  for  his  question  in  regard  to  sub- 
stituting or  making  good  the  want  of  la- 
borers? and  then  I  will  reserve  it  to  myself 
to  show  that  the  Chinaman  cannot  come  to 
Brazil  without  causing  the  population  of 
European  origin  to  disappear ;  without 
transforming  into  genuine  Mongolian  settle- 
ments all  those  parts  of  the  country  popu- 
lated by  Chinese  immigration.  In  the 
struggle  for  existence  the  Chinaman  by  the 
side  of  the  white  man  or  the  negro,  by  the 
side  of  all  the  mongrels  there  may  be  in  the 
country,  will  ueeessai  ily,  by  natural  laws, 
become  lord  of  the  country,  as  he  hopes 
to  be  the  last  inhabitant  of  the  work' 

Is  the  Chinaman  necessary?  who  wants 
him?  The  noble  president  made  an  agr: 
cultural  congress.  What  the  members  of 
the  congress  wanted  was  Chinese  obtained 
through  contract,  a  system  called  the  coolie 
traffic,  and  not  the  spontaneous  immigra- 
tion of  Chinese  to  Brazil.  Fortunately, 
however,  China  has  had  this  traffic  slopped 
for  humanity's  sake. 

We  have  inherited  slavery  which  unfor- 
tunately can  not  be  done  away  with  sud- 
denly. But  even  so  would  it  not  he  better 
for  the  statesmen  to  whom  ar^  committed 
the  fortunes  of  our  state  and  the  future  of 
our  race,  to  endeavor  to  develop  mid  protect 
free  labor  instead  of  trying  to  prolong 
slavery  by  means  of  the  Chinese— the  more 
so  as  their  defenders  confess  that  the  coolie 
element-is. immoral)  ■  low,  servile,  and  will 
serve  only  to  contaminate  our  populition 
and  degrade  our  country. 

Is  there  a  lack  of  laborers?  If  such  a 
want  exists,  it  is  not  because  they  can  not 
be  found  in  the  empire,  but  because  the* 
good  ones,  those  capable  of  work,  do  not 
go  to  agriculture.  Is  it  nut  because  slavery 
impedes  this  development  of  the  character, 
energy  and  individual  qualities  in  the 
countries  where  it  exists,  on  the  part  of  those 
who  are  subject  to  it,  and  keeps  them  from 
those  kinds  of  labor  that  are  considered 
servile?  Von  cannot  have  free  and  slave 
labor  at  the  same  time,  nor  slavery  and  im- 
migration. We  must  choose  between  them. 
Are  we  to  put  our  trust  in  slavery  or  in  free 
labor?  Being  so,  gentlemen,  the  sub- 
stitute is  not  the  Chinese;  it  is  a  much  more 
tolerable  lot  and  an  easier  one  which  should 
be  meted  out  to  the  slave  family.  It  is,  on 
the  other  hand,  the  education  of  the  free- 
bom  children,  We  should  give  to  those 
who  are  born  free,  and  who  at  twenty-one 
are  to  enter  into  the  enjoyment  of  their 
liberty  according  to  the  law  of  the  28th  of 
September,  a  proper  education  which  will 
not  leave  them  incapable  of  the  social  duties 
which  are  to  devolve  upon  them. 

Ministry,  or  tin.'  liberal  (amaia,  which 
look  away  from  freed  men  their  right  to  vote 
did  not  take  it  away  from  those  frceborn, 
and  is  it  not  now  time  to  think  of  the  edu- 
cation and  of  the  future  of  men  destined  lo 
form  a  part  of  Brazilian  society? 

These  are  the  grave  and  important  ques- 
tions which  bear  upon  the  transition  from 
slave  to  free  labor;  and  the  government, 
instead  of  thinking,  as  it  does,  of  how  to 
create  what  will  be  practically  a  new  slav- 
ery, should  think  of  the  means  of  reconcil- 
ing to  agricultural  life  tiic  race  which  is  to- 
day employed  in  the  cultivation  of  the  soil 
with  slave  labor  and  the  new  free  genera- 
tions which  are  arising,  in  giving  to  the  for- 
mer slave  family  that  which  every  man  needs 
to  have,  stimulus  to  labor  and  to  render  this 
labor  productive.  Instead  of  Chinese  im- 
migration it  should  set  about  it  courageously 
to  resolve  this  great  problem,  extinguishing 
domestic  slavery  instead  of  rendering  slavery 
a  reality  in  a  kind  of  colonist,  binding  the 
present  slave  to  the  soil  instead  of  rendering 
him  a  mere  hind  during  the  transition  which 
would  be  short,  opening  a  future  in  labor 
to  the  race  which  has  been  used  as  slavi 
giving  it  an  interest  in  the  soil,  a  fatherland 
in  the  country.  If  many  injustices  which 
oppose  themselves  to  our  progress  were  re- 
paired by  humane  laws,  J  am  sure  that  the 
country  would  get  a  much  better  result 
from  this  strong  force,  from  this  better  com- 
prehension ofits  true  interests  both  material 
and  moral,  than  in  attempting  to  renew  the 
source  of  traffic,  using  Asia  where  she   fol- 


ly used  Africa,  .Seeking  a  yellow  with 
the  black  in  the  slave  quarter,  in  the  fields, 
and  in  the  family.  JThe  slavery  ihat  came 
to  lis  from  Africa  has;  been  the  cause  of  this 
mcerlainty  of  our  future,  of  all  the  ills  we 
aimptain  of  which  all'ect  family,  society,, 
eligion,  politics. .  ana  economic  organiza- 
tion.  This  other  from  Asia  is  arising  to- 
day obscure,  indifferent,  and  evil-omened, 
■ise  great  rivers.  ,■■  Where  they  first  trickle 
from  the  earth  they  are  hardly  visible,  mere 
threads  of  water  which  afterwards  go  on 
growing  and  swelling  insensibly  till  they  are 
Amazons    or  Mississippi*. 

It  is  passible,  gentlemen,  that  this  new 
endeavor,  like  so  many  others,  is  only  a 
deception;  and  I  hope  it  is.  Hani  as  il 
has  been  for  me  to  make  this  protest,  I 
feel  that  it  is  my  duty  to  not  avoid  il,  for  I 
could  not -call  myself  a  Brazilian  if  I  con- 
cerned myself  with  the  present  alone  and 
with  its  necessities  ;  if  1  had  not  a  thought 
for  the  future  of  this  land  which  wo  should 
transmit  to  our  posterity  more  prosperous 
and  free  than  we  received  it  from  our  an- 
cestors. 
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The  cessation  of  the  African  traffic  and 
the  difficulty  of  the  assimilation  otitic  idig- 
enoiis  element  which  withdraws  instead  of 
assimilating,  have  been  the  protecting  cir- 
cumstances of  the  development  of  the  white 
race  in  our  midst.    ,. 

Slavery  aided  us  in  the  beginning  of  our 
nationality,  but  notwithstanding  this  fad,  I 
am  as  inimical  to  sjavcry  as  the  noble  dep- 
uty from  Pernamblieo, 

What  we  need  is  to  develop  the  agricultural 
man  belonging  to  the  soil,  the  properly 
holding  colonist;  to  increase  the  number 
of  Brazilians  and  not  simplv  the  number  ol 

iborers.  We  need  to  have  those  coming 
to  ennoble  themselves  by  labor,  for  the 
people  are  not  governed  by  philosophy,  hul 
by  the  models  and  .examples  which  are  pre- 
sented  to  them.

'Incline  now  oce-ipies  did  not  want  the 
Chinese.

that  the  information  given  by  our  repre- 
talivc  in  Peru  is  in  answer  to  questions 
of  (he  government,  and  is  for  this  reason 
circumscribed.  But  even  so  our  minister 
says  that  Chinese  will  not  do  for  colonists. 
The  noble  minister  doubts  whether  Chi- 
nese immigration  will  Ije  carried  on  to  such 
an  exicul  as  to  produce  the  same  economic 
effects  as  in  the  United  Slates.  It  is  not  the 
Irish  laborer  alone  who  cries  out  against  the 
pernicious  effects  of  this  immigration,  but 
also  a  part  of  the  most  enlightened  popula- 
tion. It  has  kept  out  European  immigra- 
tion from  those  states  where  it  has  estab- 
lished itself.  But  one  must  not  con- 
found the  western  states  with  those  or  the 
Pacific  coast.  Statistics,  and  statistics  in  the 
United  Stales  are  a  reality,  demonstrate 
that  C 
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ease.  Considering  Ihe  great  stake  the  S. 
Joao  d'KI-Rey  company  have  in  keeping 
these  blacks  in  slavery,  il  is  not  surprising 
that  they  should  have  used  every  effort  for 
die  last  two  years,  in  the  courts  of  law.  to 
accomplish  their  purposes.  People  who  have 
held  responsible  positions  such  as  the  chair- 
man and  directors  in  London  will  sacrifice 
everything  to  maintain  them,  whatever  may 
he  the  cost  lo  these  poor  blacks. 

If  their  sympathies  are  with  these  blacks, 
as  they  pretend,  and  in  view  of  the  clearest 
possible  proofs  of  their  right  10  their  freedom 
since  1850,  why  has  the  company  continued 
to  keep  them  in  slavery  in  the  mines  at 
.Mono  Veiho?  It  is  clear  that  if  any  loss 
had  been  encountered  in  this  operation, 
this  question  would  never  have  been  brought 
before  the  public. 
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.SIS  of  whom  a  historian  said  in  184S  iha 
they  would  gladly  accept  the  slaves  if  ihe\ 
could  only  have  imported  ihem  ai  that  time. 
Whence  comes  the  great  enthusiasm  o(  tin 
liberal  parly  for  labor?  The  cnr.ncrvnL.vi 
party  gave  the  mosl  telling  blow  to  cxlen 
sive  property-holding  with  the  law  .if  Sep 
tember  2S1I1.

compromise.  Hut  this'  is  only  rendering 
the  crisis  dangerous  and  revolutionary  in- 
stead of  gradual  and  slow.  Il  is  free  labor 
thai  miistsiibstilule  slave  labor  ;  and  plant- 
ing on  a  large  scale  must  be  substituted  by 
small  fanning. 

As  I  understand  it,  ihe  most  efficacious 
means  of  aiding  agricultural  industry  is  the 
opening  of  ro.ulsand  markets,  and  by  means 
of  professional  instruction  to  enable  it  to 
render  the  soil  more  productive. 

Cheap  labor  produced  artificially,  cannot 
be  advantageous  10  any  country,  and  if  the 
Chinaman  should  really  come  and  make 
labor  cheap  it  will  only  be  a  calamity  for  us. 
1  pass  on  lo  reply  to  some  of  the  objec- 
tions presented  by  ihe  minister  of  foreign  af- 
fairs to  the  orients  preceding  me.  His  ex- 
cellency favor.-,  die  Chinese  on  account  of 
the  cheapness  nf  their  labor,  hul  lie  forgets 
the  quality  of  such  labor. 

Cheap  labor  is  an  advanfagt 
ihe  result  of  the  cheapness  of  living,  but  not 
when  it  is  attained  artificially.  For  such  a 
reason  alone  the  Chinaman  would  be  a  ca- 
lamity, because  this  artificial  cheapness  of 
labor  would  drive  off  Jiuropean  immigration 
and  establish  an  actual  quarantine  against 
the  European  colonist. 

The  noble  minister  was  lead  into  this 
economic  error  by  an  article  on  strikes 
published  in  ihe  London  Times.  If  ling- 
land  should  commit  the  great  error  of  cal- 
ling in  Chinese  operatives  to  compete  with 
her  own  people,  she  would  shortly  find  her- 
self with  a  more  serious  crisis  than  that  of 
strikes — the  question  of  providing  food  for 
thousands  of  laborers  out  of  employ.  In 
California,  the  interest  of  more  than  half  the 
electors  injured  by  the  cheap  labor  of  the 
Chinese  is  a  powerful  argument  against 
them  ;  and  it  has  become  the  duty  of  the 
government  of  that  state  to  look  after  this 
matter. 

The  noble  minister  of  foreign  affairs  has 
read  the  report  of  a  Brazilian  official  in 
Peril  on  the  convenience  of  Chinese  im- 
migration, which  opposes  ihe  Chinese.  That 
official  says  that  the  Chinaman  cannot  be 
a  colonist,  that  he  can  only  be  a  working 
machine  with  all  the  disadvantages  that  have 
been  mentioned.     I  should  observe  further 
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on  the  evening  of  ihe  20th  instant, 
presented  his  credentials  as  Kuvny 
dinary  and  Minister  Ple-nipoicir.i 
the  conclusion  of  the  ceremoi 
Kmpcror  engaged  Mr  Ford  in  an 
conversation  for  more  than  an  ho 
minister's  address  was   as  follows;

This  well-deserved  promotion 
has  afforded  a  lively  satisfaction  to  Mr.  St. -

When  WK  called  attenlion  n  few  weeks 
ago  to  the  existing  evils  of  prostitution  in 
this  city,  we  stood  quite  alone  in  our  con- 
demnation of  the  vice  and  the  apathy  which 
both  tolerates  am!  encourjges.it.  An  effort 
had  been  made  by  some  indignant  citizens 
to  arouse  a  public  movement  against  it,  but 
aside  from  a  petition  to  the  Chamber  of 
Deputies  nothing  grew  out  of  their  com- 
mendable endeavor.  In,  the  Chamber,  a 
committee  reported  upon  it  with  well- 
rounded  periods  and  a  sonorous  statement 
of  some  of  the  moral  aspects  of  the  onse, 
but  concluded  that  no  legislation  was  nec- 
essary as  the  laws  were  already  sufficient, 
And  there  the  matter  ended.  A  short  titm 
after,  the  report  of  a  police  dekgado  upon  the 
vice  was  made  public  in  which  the  names 
who    1 


the  earlier  will  the  remedy  be  found.  If 
there  are  any  doubts  on  this  point,  we 
have  only  to  examine  into  the  state  of 
morality  in  ihe'interior,  where  the  influence 
of  the  foreigner  is  not  yet  felt,  'and  we  shall 
find  abundant  proofs  »f  its  correctness. 
Banishment  and  quarajiLine  are  all  well 
enough  as  far  as  they  go,  but  they  do  not 
go  tar  enough.  We  must  have  a  radical 
reform  in  public  opinion  ;  these  women 
must  be  driven  from  the  public  streets  which 
they  are  now  making  unfit  for  respectable 
people  to  use.  and  the  gay  young  fellows, 
often  the  sons  of  wealthy  and  titled  men, 
who  habitually  override  every  sentiment  of 
decency  and  gmitUbreediug  by  their  florid 
attentions  to  these  characters  in  the  streets, 
in  the  theatres,  and  in  every  public  place! . 
must  be  treated  according  to  their  deserts! 
It  is  not  a  matter  to  be  treated  with  hi 
tancy  or  hall-way  measures,  nor  does  the 
new  chief  of  police  require  any  great  length 
of  time  to  conduct  his  studies.  The  vice  is 
steadily  gaining  ground  every  day,  it  is 
corrupting  everyone  with  whom  it  comes  in 
contact,  it  is  making  this  city  unlit  for  respect- 
able families  to  live  in.  Something  must 
be  done,  and  that  speedily. 
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LEGISLATIVE   NOTES. 
—The  present  session    was    further   ex- 
tended to  the  4th  of  October  by  an  imperial 
announcement   to  the  two    houses  on  ilie 
'2 ist  instant. 

—Since  our  last  issue  the  Senate  has  ac- 
complished a  large  amount  of  work  in  the 
line  ul  discussion.  The  bill  granting  a 
supplementary  credit  to  the  Chinese  com- 
mission was  received  from  the  Chamber  on 
the  i6lh  and  referred.  The  estimates  for 
the  department  of  agriculture  passed  the 
second  reading  with  various  alterations  on 
the  1 8th,  and  the  Senate  then  proceeded  to 
the  discussion  of  the  treasury  estimates  in 
second  reading,  The  .renewed  discussion 
ol  the  Amazon  subsidy  question  lias  called 
out  some  notable  speeches  lately,  Senators 
Jose  Bonifacio  and  Dantas  sj  ' 
it  and  Visconde  do  Rio  Bra 

-On  the  13th  instant  the  Senate  received 
oflieial  notification  of  the  selection  of  Con- 
selheiro  Christian^  Benedicto  Ottoni  as 
senator  from  Espirito  Santo,  and  ihe  elec- 
tion was  referred  to  the  regular  committee 
with  urgc'-cy.  The  case  begins  to  look 
ominous  as  no  report  has  been  111  ale.  ihe 
committee  being  evidently  in  search  of 
reasons  for  rejecting  the  election.  As  the 
choice  is  so  good  in  every  respect,  this 
course  of  the  committee  is  to  be  sincerely 
regretted.  On  the  rSth,  Senator  Silveiia 
Lobo  presented  a  project  continuing  the 
senatorial  vacancy  from  the  province  of 
Kuahyba,  owing  to  the  effects  of  the  sicca 
and  the  alleged  influence  of  the  government 
in  the  elections.  It  is  an  unworthy  dodge, 
even  for  the  conservatives.  Death  is  now 
doing  more  for  the  liberals  than  they  are 
doing  tor  themselves  and  the  conservative 
Senate  has  no  right  tu  interfere,

THE  NEW  MINISTER. 
The  Royal  Mail  packet  Guadkma  which

promotion  to  this  post  is  a  deserving  recog- 
nition ofa  long  and  useful  career  in  Her 
Majesty's  service,  and  his  work  here,  so 
thoroughly  and  conscientiously  dope  by  his 
predecessor,  Mr.  St.  John,  will  be  a  worthy 
continuation  of  his  oilicial  record. 

Mr.  Ford's  oilicial  life  has  been  thus  far 
cast  in  many  countries  and  in  various  posi- 
tions of  trust,  from  that  of  attache  at  Naples 
in  1^52  to  his  present  highly  responsible 
position  of  envoy  extraordinary  and  minister 
plenipotentiary  to  Brazil.  His  official  'career 
is  as  follows  :

Recent  sanitary  improvements  in  London  have 
had  the  effect  of  reducing  the  death  rate  so  that  the 
average  saving  of  life  during  the  past  five  years  lias 
been  upward  of  12,000,  or  nearly  61,1100  in  all  Eng- 
land. In  the  annual  report  fur  1S78  the  Registrar- 
General  says  i  "London  is  the  greatest  city  in  the 
world.  Its  population  exceeds  3,500,00a,  or,  if  we 
add  the  population  of  its  suburbs  in  the  Outer  Ring, 
the  total  population  is  4,500,000,  Its  population 
approaches  tile  aggregate  .population  of  Paris,  Ber- 
lin, and  Vienna;  or,  with  the  suburbs,  it  equals  the 
populations  of  the  capitals  of  France,  Prussia,  Aum 
tria,  and  Russia.  'The  area  of  this  great  city  is 
m  square  miles,  or  a  square  ofa  little  more  than 
11  miles  to  the  .side;  so  tile  density  of  population 
29,322  people  to  the  square  mile,  and  the  proximity 
oftlie  population  js  II.04  yards,  or  the  people  are 
al  a  mean  distance  of  11.04  yards  from  each  other. 
Tlie  low  rate  of  mortality  in  London,  if  we  take  its 
density  into  consideration,  is  Mill  more  striking  than 
magnitude.  With  a  density  of  29,322  persons 
the  square  mile,  the  mortality  should  be  35.2  per 
XX),  were  not  special  systems  of  drainage  and 
cleanliness  in  use  in  London,  by  which  the  mortal- 
years  1874.8  is  reduced  to  22.8;  .The 
consequence  is  that  the  deaths  are  so  low  in  Lon- 
s3>°95.  and  the  births  being  129,184,  the 
registered  births  exceed  the  deaths  by  45,489,  which 
exceeds  Ihe  estimated  increase  of  population  (43, - 
u93>  by  1.796.  In  the  seventeenth  century  the 
deaths  in  London  equaled  Ihe  biuhs  in  number." 

A  liRITrSH  association,  called  the  Cloth  workers' 
Company,  have  voted  £3,500  over  and  above  £io,- 
ooo  previously  voted,  to  cover  the  complete  cost  of 
Ihe  site,  building,  furnishing -and  fitting  with  all 
necessary  appliances  the  textile  industries  and  dye- 
ing instruction  departments  of  the  Yorkshire  Col- 
lege,  Leeds;  ami  they  have  further  agreed  lo 
maintain  the  building  and  its  operation  in  full  ef- 
fect, without  extraneous  or  ail venti lions  aid,  for  a 
period  of  five  years  as  from  January  1  next,  at  a 
cost  of  £1,2.00  per  annum.  This  increased 
subvention  has  been  necessrla'.id  by  the  addition  of 
instruction  in  dyeing  and  applied  chemistry  con- 
nected with  the  finishing  of  textile  fabrics;  audit 
has  been  arranged  to  obtain  the  services  of  a  Ger- 
man instructor  in  dyeing,  who  combines  a  com- 
plete theoretical  knowledge  of  chemistry  with  a 
thoroughly  practical  knowledge  of  dyeing  opera- 
tions. The  new  buildings  will  be  completed  about 
October  next. 


TIIE  MADEIRA  &•  MAMORE  RAILWAY. 
.Aside  from  an  occasional  report  from  Loudon 
concerning  the  legal  pro  codings  over  the  tied-up 
funds  with  which  it  was  proposed  to  build  the 
Madeira  and  Mamore  rnHroad",  but  little  information 
concerning  the  actual  condition  of  that  enterprise 
has  been  made  public.  A  couple  of  very  intelligent 
genLlemen  who  left  San  Antonio  (the  headquarters 
of  the  road)  on  the  19th  ol  June  have  furnished  a. 
Bulletin  reporter  with  the  condition  of  things  up  to 
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and  our  streets,  indecent  enough  without 
this  accessory,  arc  still  polluted  by  the  most 
disgraceful  and  degrading  .spectacle  that  ever 
was  permitted  by  a  civilized  people.  There 
is  no  use  in  using  honied  words  in  this 
matter,  there  is  not  the  slightest  occasion 
for  excuses.  The  responsibility,  the  onus 
is  not  diminished  in  the  slightest  degree  by 
the  claim  that  these  wretched  women  and 
their  masters  are  foreigners  :  the  shameful 
fact  still  remains  that  they  are  encouraged 
to  come,  protected  when  here,  and  sup- 
portcdin  every  way — by  Brazilians.  .More 
than  that,  the  attentions  shown  them  in  the 
public  streets  and  within  the  notice  of 
decent  people  every  day  of  the  year,  is  a 
crying  shame  and  reproof  tu  a  people  who 
,  arc  now  trying  to  shift  all  blame  upon  the 
shoulders  of  foreigners.  These  people  do 
not  come  here  upon  a  crusade;  they  come 
simply  because  they  are  wanted,  and  the 
sooner  this  fact  is  recognized  and   admitted 
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:cdlcssness  of  such  assistance.

— During  the  month  of  August  there  were  2,099 
arrivals  of  foreigners  at  this  port  of  which  1 ,854  came 
from  abroad  and  245  from  the  interior.

We  trust  that  the 
authoiities  will  not  hesitate  to  punish  these  in- 
human slave  dealers  to  the  full  extent  of  the  law. 

—Notwithstanding  the  recent  rains  and  tie  con 
sequent  increase  in  the  water  supply,  there  are  con- 
slant  complaints  from  various  localities  in  the  city 
that  the  public  supply  has  totally  failed.  '  In  some 
localities  there  has  been  no  water  for  weeks  •  in 
others  the  supply  is  shut  off  from  some  houses  and 
continued  at  others.  This  state  of  affairs  is  so  unjust 
that  it  ought  to  be  remedied  al  once.  It  is  a  matter 
which  the  authorities  can  not  afford  to  ignore  inas- 
much as  the  health  ofthe  city  as  well  as  the  comfort 
of  certain  persons  is  involved. 

— The  last  American  packet,  the  City  of  Rio  de 
Janeiro,  brought  out  a  cargo  containing  eighty-two 
different  classes  of  goods.  In  the  list  there  were 
enumerated  41,648  lbs.  of  butter,  8,100  bbls.  ot 
flour,  200  bbls.  of  pork,  158,687  lbs.  of  Jard,  20,939 
lbs.  of  bacon,  520  cases  of  beer,  50,000  gals,  of  ker- 
osene and  285  cases  of  domestics.

—One  of  the  difficulties  of  commercial  intercourse 
between  this  country  and  South  America  is  about  lo 
be  removed,  It  is  given  out  that  a  bank  is  to  be 
established  in  New  Vork,  with  connections  in  the 
principal  South  American  cities.  With  the  advan- 
lage  of  banking  facilities  thus  established,  an  addi- 
tional impetus  lo  our  export  trade  may  be  expected. 
The  employment  ol  capital,  in  connection  with  the 
extension  of  American  commerce,  offers  one  of  the 
best  fields  to  the  capitalist,  and  it  is  not  surprising 
that  European  houses  are  turning  their  attention  to 
this  feature  and  acting  upon  it.— The  American 
Mail.

—The  American  ship  Templar,  Captain  Ann- 
strong,  which  put  into  this  port  for  repairs  on  her""'- 
voyage  from  New  York  to  San  Francisco,  arrived  at 
the  latter  port  on  the  31st  of  July.  The  Templar 
sailed  from  this  port  on  the  20th  of  February,  arid 
was  161  days  at  sea.  While  in  this  port  several  of 
the  ship's  crew  died  with  yellow  fever  and  Captain 
Armstrong  himself  had  a  severe  attack  of  it.

—  A  recent  letter  from  Prof.  Orville  A.  Derby, 
ritlen  from  Atalho  on  the  31st  ult.,  states  that  the 
party  had  passed  the  Paulo  Affonso  falls  and  were 
then  fairly  at  the  beginning  of  their  work  on  the 
upper  S5o  Francisco.

Until  recently 
all  work  of  that  character  has  been  done  by  men' 
no  mules  being  obtainable.  Besides  that,  they  have 
suffered  from  a  lack  of  water  which  lias  been 
transported  to  the  works  for  a  distance  of  eight  or 
ten  miles. 


—After  considerable  difficulty  in  finding  suitable 
rooms,  the  Sailors'  Mission  has  been  temporarily 
established  at  163  Saude,  3rd  floor.  As  soon  as 
the  place  can  be  furnished  with  tables  and  chairs,  a 
reading  room  will  be  opened  at  this  place,  and  re- 
ligious services  will  be  held  every  Sunday  at  a  p.  m. 
If  the  managers  of  this  mission  will  also  undertake 
to  furnish  the  sailors  with  respectable  boarding  ac- 
commodations and  employment,  they  will  accom- 
plish a  much-needed  and  highly  commendable  work. 
As  a  class,  the  sailors  are  systematically  victimized 
and  robbed,  even  by  those  whose  duty  it  is  to  pro- 
tectthem.  Laws  have  been  framed  in  their  behalt 
without  effect ;  and  regulations  of  a  most  stringent 
character  have  been  enforced,  but  with  no  other 
result  than  to  make  their  situation  even  more  deplor- 
able. What  is  needed  here  and  in  all  other  ports 
the  abolitiohof  our  present  vicious  shipping  regu- 
lions,  and  the  establishment  of  agencies,  such  as 
these  sailors'  missions,  whichcan  have  no  pecuniary 
interest  in  the  sailors  themselves  and  through  which 
they  can  find  decent  boarding-houses  and  employ- 
ment. As  long  as  the  sailor  is  inade,dependent  upon. 
the  average  shipping-master  and  boarding-house 
keeper,  there  is  precious  little  chance  for  him.
